There are many people to whom it is~easy to talk, and (hey 


appear to enjo}' it. And there is reason to believe dial (lie en- 
joyment is heightened when (he talking is backed by a sub- 
Stantial salary. 


Without doubt George H. Maxwell, executive director of 


the National Reclamation Association, is among' the talkers 
who are well paid for their ed'orls. He has been talking to a 
prominent New York newspaper on the question of conserva- 
tion and what he says is of interest, though there are many 
who will not agree with all of his ideas. He begins by saying 
that the .great cry is for saving and admits that the conserva- 
tion of food, clothing and all other resources is logical enough, 


• but maintains that this goes only half way, and contends that 


"the constructive method of winning the war is by meeting 
deficits with greater production." 
He says "a tremendous 


effort being made to obtain food conservation without an ef- 
fort being made in any large, systematic way to increase food 
production." 


But is not this a harsh and unjust judgment on the efforts, 


and successful efforts, to increase food production this year? 
Will Mr. Maxwell or anybody else have the hardihood to say 
that the people of the country did not come nobly to the rescue 
last spring by planting a large'r area than was ever planted be- 
fore in the United Stales in a single year?- All know there was 
an effort to increase the food supply such as-was never put 
forth beforc'in the history of (he country, and all know that 
the effort was highly successful in spile of weather conditions 
which were far from the best. 


That Mr. Maxwell is talking for pay is made very plain 


when lie recommends "holding' rainfall by embankments 
which the fanner himself can build," the establishment of a; 
farm service corps and a farm-training correspondence school, j 
It is much to be feared that the correspondence-school method' 
of increasing the country's food supply would prove very slow 
and unsatisfactory, except to those employed to run the school. 


Mr. Maxwell says one thing that is very Irue. This is that 


there are people to whom it is natural (o save, while there are 
others who would rather earn than to save, "to work positive- 
ly instead of negatively," as he puts il. 


This is undeniably so, and present conditions are such as to 


give ample scope to (he faculties and tastes of both classes. 
But it is unjust and foolish to belittle what has been done-this 
year to increase the food supply, and to intimate that (he need 
of saving is largely due to the failure of the-people to produce 
as they might if they would properly exert themselves.
